"The ad valorem system has worked

"The boldest innovation of the bill is 
its large free list of raw materials.

"Cloths and dry goods are put at 4u 
per cent. Clothing at 45 per 
higher than the committee desired, but 
deemed temporarily necessary because, 
our manufacturers have so long been 
excluded from two-thirds of the wool of 
the world that they will have the art of 
manufacturing with free wool. A slid- 
ing scale is, therefore, added by which 
the rates in the woolen schedule are to 
come down five points with the lapse of 
five years. 

"Carpets, an industry in which we will 
soon be independent of competition, are 
put at 35 per cent, tor Axminsters, mo- 
quette and Wilton 30 per cent, for Brus- 
sels, while common grades 50 down to 20 
per cent. The bill provides that the 
duty shall be removed from wool ou 
■h I and reduced on woolen goods 
July 1. 

"In the silk schedule the reductions of 
rates are smaller than in cotton, or wool, 
fabrics. 

"Sole leather is reduced from 10 to 5 
per cent, leather gloves are classified ac- 
cording to material and length, and are 
uniformly rated at specific duties, which 
■ge not over 23 per cent ou the com- 
mon varieties and near 40 per cent, on 
the fine lamb and kid gloves. 

"i the schedule of sundries many 
articles, like hatters' plush are put on 
the free list. The duty on cut diamonds 
pearls and other precious stones is in- 
ed. Works of art are, I am delight- 
ed to say, put back on the free list. 

"The above is a rapid summary of the 
chief changes made by the proposed bill 
and will give a satisfactory idea, I believe 
of its general structure. It is estimated 
it will reduce revenues on the basis 
of the importations of 1802 about $50,(XK) 
000. Something more on the basis of 
1892 with an immensely larger decrease 
of tax burdens to the American people.

Mater- 
ial progress ia measured by the amount 
of their consumption. No other count ry 
can supply them as abundantly or cheap- 
ly as we can. .No possible competition 
can interfere with our producers a few 
miles in the interiorof the country. Re- 
moteneaa from the sources of supply is 
iu itself enough disadvantage to any 
section of the country without further 
burdens in tariff taxes. 

"Untaxed ores, coal, lumber, wool and 
other things must immensley stimulate 
production in certain parts of our coun- 
try. The thin edge of American manu- 
factures has entered every country. 
With releases from taxes on their mater- 
ials there is no limit to the growth of 
our foreign trade. This will more than 
. compensate the home producer* of raw 
material, who, tariff or no tariff, control 
all the interior of the country from any 
apprehended loss of markets auywhara 
along the seaboard. Ita incalculable a. I 
vantage to labor is apparent. In every 
great line of man ufaoturea, we can pro- 
duce in six months to nine months 
enough for our home market. We Can 
get rid of our aurplua only by foreign 
trade. Aa long aa we have taxea on the 
materials of industry we cau not build 
up that trade, hence ilie other alterna- 
tive, trusts to keep dowa'production 
the home market. 

"The workingman can see whether 
his interests are with a system that re- 
preaaea production sod robe him of 
empioy^n, or with a system rha, gfves 
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to the free list by the McKinley bill 
because neearly all the taxes paid on it 
went to the public treasury. A slrong 
desire among members of the commit- 
tee waa to put an ad valerem duty of id 
or H per cent, on it, and to abolish the 
bounty at ome. After much considera- 
tion it was decided to reduce to one-half 
the duty en refilled sugars, to repeal the 
bounty one-eight eac"i year, leaving raw 
sugar untaxed at present.

"Breadstuff, of which we 
exporters, are made free, except when 
imported from countries putting duties 
on our like products, iu which case it is 
20 per cent. 

"First, vegetables, fruita, eggs ami like 
fruit products are untaxed for the benefit 
of our owu consumers, largi 
ing people of the citiea. Salt in bulk is 
packages the salt is free, but the 
covering dutiable at rates prescribed for 
-te a.ticks. 
"The tariff on spirits is put at double 
e internal revenue rates on like spirits 
and some slight reduction is made on 
s, malt liquors, ginger ale and 
like beverages in the interest of increas- 
evenue.

B 
laps and cotton and grain and baggi 
are put at 15 per cent, but when itnpo 
ed for covering of articles to be exported 
duty free. 
"Wool is made free. Thia takes th 
lit from under woolen manufactures 
and begett the hope that they may 
cover from the languishing condition 
in which they have been for a quarter of 
a century, and that we may get woolen 
reasonable rates instead of at 
dutiea that on the common grades freq- 
uently reach 100 per cent, and in cases 
two or three times that merciless figure.
